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There came to this office 
on November 19th, 1939, a 
letter from which I quote 


in part. The letter came from 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and the ini- 
tials of the lady sending it 
are G. A. We quote in part 
from that letter: 


“Your Lesscns took me away 
from my childhood teachings. You 
see, I believe that I am saved by 
the Blood of Jesus. I believe that I 
can talk with God and He will hear 
me ifIask in Jesus’ name. You may 
be doing a very good work, and I 
wish you success. But I cannot 
think of Jesus as being one of the 
world crucified saviors. He is my 
Own personal savior and that’s all I 
want.” 


I want to analyze that letter a bit 
this morning, because there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of honest souls 
who believe, or rather who have the 
same ideas this lady has. And right 
at the beginning, I shall unhesitat- 
ingly grant them all a perfect right 
to believe anything they want to 
about God. I reserve to myself the 
same right to believe and teach any- 
thing I want to about God, provided 
the results of what I teach are such 
that those who believe what I teach 
are drawn a bit closer to God, and 
are given a living reality of the 
closeness and nearness of God. That 
1s the final test of any religious 
teaching anyway. If it does not 
transform human lives, making God 
real to those lives, the teaching, 
Whatever it may be, is not of God. 

I am not very much interested in 
whether what I teach upsets the 
former religious ideas of anyone. 
That does not enter into my picture 
at all. What I am interested in, and 
What I am only interested in, is that 


is act- 


the picture of God I bring, 
ually doing good. It must be making 
God a Living Reality to men. It must 


be changing men’s lives for the 
better. Its whole effect on the race 
must be for the better, or I shall not 
teach it. 

Quite naturally there are hundreds 
of thousands who have keen taught 
certain things about God in their 
childhood, when they were not old 
enough or experienced enough to 
reason these things out for them- 
selves, to discover whether what 
they were being taught was true or 
false. And, quite naturally too, these 
good folks like I did, implicitly be- 
lieved what their priest or Sunday- 
School teacher or pastor stated was 
the truth. There will be, and there 
must be, therefore, a great clash of 
opinion between those who teach 
the story of the deityship of Jesus or 
any other crucified god and myself. 
However, I repeat, I am not inter- 
ested in that clash. This good lady 
in Pittsburgh, and the rest who were 
brought up under that story, have 
every right to believe it if they 
choose to. I shall not quarrel with 
them on that right. I shall simply 
do as I am doing now, and that is, 
J shall continue to tell men and wo- 
men that what they were taught in 
their childhood about God being 
crucified on a cross, is, according to 
all the evidence available, absolutely 
untrue. It is nothing more nor less 
than an old pagan religious tradi- 


tion to me, and I shall teach 
what I have discovered to be the 
truth about God, and shall con- 
tinue to teach that truth, re- 
gardless of how many disagree 
with me, choosing to believe in 
a “crucified god” rather than 
in a Living Spirit of God. 


This lady states that she believes 
that she is “saved by the blood of 
Jesus.” Well—I might ask here 
from what is she “saved”? in which 


case she would naturally tell me 
that all men, creations of God 
every one of them, are totally and 


horribly lost from birth on, doomed 
to eternal torment in hell-fire, un- 
less they become “saved by the 
blood of Jesus.” 

That is what orthodoxy teaches. 
Many ministers have told me they 
do not believe that theory and never 
have believed it. Then all I can say 
to those good brethren is that if 
they do not believe that, and if they 
admit the falsity of that, what is 
there in their bible one can believe? 
For such is very definitely taught 
in the Christian bible. Can we, or 
are we supposed to take that which 
we choose to take and discard what 
we don’t think is true? If so, is 
that not rather a shaky foundation 
upon which to build for the present 
and the future? For life is real— 
life is earnest—and the grave cer- 
tainly is not the end of life. That 
thing called the grave is but the 


physical resting place of a body 
which will decay and rot and the 
worms will eat it up. So God and 


life certainly are real. The whole 
question to be decided is whether 
or not this good lady who believes, 
she says, that she has escaped hell- 
fire and damnation through “the 
blood of Jesus Christ” is holding to

a true or false philosophy. If her 
theory is true, she is all right, both 
here and hereafter. But what if she 
is incorrect? What if the story of 
the “deityship” of Jesus is but one 
in a long series of old religious tra- 
ditions, all of which were born in 
Arabia, in a dark and long distant 
age, when the mind of man was, 
to say the least, highly susceptible 
to priesteraft and witchery and sor- 
cery? 

Suppose that this should be a 
fact? All evidence points to several 
definite things, and points to them 
unerringly. FIRST—the evidence is 
very conclusive that the entire 
Christian story of the crucifixion, 
virgin birth, resurrection, atonement, 
ete., of Jesus Christ was known to 
millions of people, with another

before the Christian religion was 
ever heard of. Now this in itself is 
very suspicious. Yet any large pub- 
lic library will give you these facts. 
Prior to the alleged time of Jesus 
Christ, religious tradition records 
more than 30 different “gods” and 
“sons of god” who “shed their blood 
to save the world.” 

Now I am not saying that any 
or all of these so-called “gods” ever 
existed. I do not believe that any 
of them ever did exist. And I be- 
lieve the entire story of the deity- 
ship of Jesus Christ, in the setting 
of one of these “crucified gods” was 
borrowed in its entirety; from the 
religion of the Hindoo. For this re- 
ligion had every fundamental of the 
Christian religion 1400 years be- 
fore Christianity was ever heard of 
And so, knowing the structure oł 
the Christian bible and the history 
of the Christian religion as I do 
know them, I cannot, no I cannot 
honestly believe the whole story to 
be other than one of a score of re- 
ligious myths of antiquity. And I 
should be very glad at any time to 
submit to an unbiased audience the 
vroof of this statement. 

You see—it makes not very much 
difference to me how many people 
believe, or say they believe in the 
“blood of Jesus.” I’m not so much 
interested in that as I am inter- 
ested in whether or not that story 
is true. For if it is not true, mil- 
lions are being deluded by it, and 
it’s my job to “un-delude” them. If 
the story is true, it has not been 
sufficient to reveal God to this “be- 
lieving” though dying world.

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there is little of the Spirit of God 
in the world today. Therefore, if 
“the blood of Jesus” is all we have 
on which to stake our present and 
our future lives, it is entirely in- 
adequate for such a task. It was 
inadequate, or rather a similar 
story was inadequate in India. It 
was inadequate in Russia. It has 
been inadequate wherever the story 
has been told and in whatever form 
it has been told. It has not, and it 
cannot “save” anyone. Nor can “the 
blood of Jesus” or the blood of any 
other crucified god reveal God, as 
that Great Spirit must exist, to this 
world. 

Many years ago, in my childhood 
days when I was searching so ear- 
nestly for God, I joined the Salva- 
tion Army. I pounded the big bass 
drum. And all through the week I 
longed for Sunday to come so that 
I could stand on the street corners 
in the little City of Belleville, On- 
tario, Canada, and tell people that 
I was “saved by the blood of 
Jesus.” Well I knew that I wasn’t 
anything of the kind. Yet there I 
would be, and scores more like me, 
telling others, under the flag of 
the Army, that I was “washed in 
the blood of the lamb” and all the 
time I knew nothing about “the 
blood of the lamb” and certainly no 
one had ever thrown any blood into 
a bathtub for me to get into. 

Now I realize that “the blood of 
Jesus” is a figure of religious 
speech. But is it a true figure? 
That’s what I want to know. Just 
because the Rev. Billy Sunday or 
Gypsy Smith, or Father O’Toole tells 
me it is true is no reason for my 
believing it. I’m going to find out 
for myself. The books Father 
O’Toole used should be available to 
me, and the story told by either 
Sunday or Smith should be capable 
of analysis and should be able to 
acquit itself quite well under such 
analysis. But if doesn’t. For right 
at the very start, when I would like 
to believe in “the blood of Jesus” to 
my utter dismay and amazement I 
find that the story isn’t even orig- 
inal. As I continue my investiga- 
tions, I become so utterly disgusted 
with the fraud and sham and hypoc- 
risy surrounding both the story and 
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the church which preaches that 
story, that I cannot be honest and 
accept it. Nor can anyone else who 
uses his reason accept it either. 
Which throws the whole story back 
on the sentiment attached to it 
through childhood acquaintance with 
it. That’s about all there is attached 
to it, and I say this kindly, honestly, 
and with a very fervent desire to 
bring all men and women to know 
the true spirit of God, whose exist- 
ence has been so abundantly proven 
through this Movement. 

For there is another picture of 
God, beloved, and this one hasn’t 
any blood in it at all. There is a 
wideness in the grace and mercy of 
God which is as wide as the sea. 
And no blood can be found there. 
Had blood never been introduced by 
the church into religion, this world 
would have found God long ago. 
And when the last vestige of any- 
one’s “shed blood” is entirely erad- 
icated from all religious teachings, 
then, and only then can this world 
ever find God. You.cannot believe 
in “the blood of Jesus” and ever 
find the Spirit“of God. They -do not 
go together. They are two entirely 
different stories having two entirely 
different traditions, while the 
other, the true picture of God is 
daily proving its merit and worth 
in the lives of thousands we know 
of, and is doing this without any of 
these blessed people believing in, 
the “blood of Jesus” or the blood of 
any. other of the many “crucified 
gods” this world is supposed to have 
seen. 

No—my fellow human _ beings— 
God cannot be found by the “blood” 
method. When I was a boy in Belle- 
ville, the good old Salvation Army 
was at the height of its power. 
“Blood and Fire” it had on its flag. 
Yet in spite of all the “blood of 
Jesus” and in spite of all the “Fire” 
of the Army, it is a decadent organ- 
ization today with a few second- 
hand clothing stores where your 
cast-off clothing, which you gave 
them to give to the poor, is sold for 
cash, True, in some of the larger 
cities they still hold street meet- 
ings, but as far as being a Power 
for God in this world, well—it just 
isn’t. Its theology could not even 
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make it successful. And the same 
story might be told of all denom- 
inations teaching the same story. 
The story is not sufficient to even 
make the organizations teaching it 
successful, and certainly, whether 
you like it or not, the world is fast 
casting off every system of religion 
which has any “blood” in it, regard- 
less of whose blood it is. Yet, as I 
write this to you, this earth is 
bathed in the blood of human be- 
ings, and I can’t help but wonder 
if these differing religions, all 
based on “the shedding of blood” 
might not have had quite a bit to 
do with bringing these ghastly 
world conditions about. I wonder. 

God without the shedding of any- 
body’s blood. Not even His own. 
That is far closer to the truth. And 
to this good lady in Pittsburgh I 
say—‘“keep on believing in the 
blood of Jesus if you must, but 
don’t overlook the fact that God 
exists entirely outside of that story 
and of other similar stories.” Those 
who care to say that they are 
“saved by the blood of Jesus” have 
that- right. But they should remem- 
ber that they are living in a world 
which is perishing for God. And 
they should be honest enough to 
note with interest that every or- 
ganization specializing of “shed 
blood” is fast declining into obliv- 
ion. These organizations absolutely 
cannot succeed in the light of mod- 
ern times. Their conception of God 
is not winning men and women, 
while the true conception of God is 
winning them. 

Do you know what I would like 
to see today my friend—I would 
like to see the Roman Catholic 
church, and the Baptist church, and 
the good old Methodist church 
come clean with the world. I would 
like to hear them tell the world that 
there is quite a bit of doubt of the 
efficacy of the “blood of Jesus” and 
the entire story, and I would like to 
see them all throw away every tra- 
dition, every ritual, every rite they 
have, and all stand together on the 
known fact of the present existence 
of the great spirit—God. I don’t 
believe they will ever do that. They 
will fade away and die first. But 
they would have something defin- 


ite and substantial to stand on if 
they were to do this, would the 
not? Only a fool will deny the e. 
istence of the Supreme God. Only a 
fool or a religious faker will tell 
you that while God certainly exist 
here and now, you cannot possibly 
become acquainted with God unles 
you believe in “the shed blood of 
Jesus.” What has Jesus, or any 
other crucified god to do with the| 
Great Invisible Power which ac 
tually is God? 

What have the creeds, the rites, 
the observances, the rituals, the 
bibles of any church to do with the 
Spirit of God? These things are 
man-made ordinances just as sure 
as you are alive. And you cannot 
find God until you find someone 
who has been in contact with God, 
and who still is in contact with 
God. And you cannot either find or 
contact the Living Spirit of God 
through a bath of blood, with all 
due respect to the hundreds of thou- 
sands who say they believe you can. 
They only believe that because 
childhood church tradition told them 
to believe it, and not because they 
have either investigated or studied 
the whole thing out for themselves. 

I feel supremely sorry for those 
who, halting between two opinions, 
choose to believe that God operates 
and makes His great Presence 
known through anyone’s blood—god’s 
or man’s. I cannot accept that. It 
is time that such false religion and 
the false prophets who teach it be 
banished from the face of the earth, 
so that the earth might see—God.
